LAX CONTROL OF TRAVEL PERMITS CRITICIZED

(Text | On 6 October 1981, while conducting administrative inspections on the in- 
portant roads, the public security police of Hoan Kiem Precinct caught Nguyen Van 
Dwg, of No 29 Nguyen Thai Hoc Street, taking 1} cans of milk and 50 recording 
tapes to sell in the south. He was clearly guilty of illegal trading. But what we 
Want t2 emphasize here is that Dung also had travel papers from the Posts and 
Telegraph General Department which stated that he was traveling on official busi- 
ness to Ho Chi Minh City. Only thanks to those “legal” papers had Dung been able 
to buy an airplane ticket. 


How did Dung obtain those papers? Who issued them tc him? After conducting an in- 
vestigation, the authorities said that Dao Tni Chau, an administrative-management 
employee of the Posts and Telegraph General Department, helped Dung “request” 

those papers. Chau admitted that she also “helped obtain” travel papers from that 
General Department for two people outside the organ so that they could purchase 
airplane tickets tc the south, and that they paid her 500 dong. The “salary” to 
be paid her for obtaining the papers for Dung would be paid to her after Dung sold 
those goods in the south and make a profit. Of course, all three documents Chau 
obtained for people outside the organ were signed by authorized cadres and bore the 
seal of the Posts and Telegraph General Department. 


But that is not all. It was learned from an investigation that between January and 
September 1961, of 104 letters of introduction (of course, accompanied by itinera- 
ries) issued by the Posts and Telegraph General Department to the Civilian Avia- 
tion organ for the purchase of airline tickets, several dozen were issued to people 
who were not cadres or personnel of the General Department. As far as those people 
are concerned, it is certain that the Posts and Telegraph General Department, along 
with the security organ, confirm and severely deal with each instance of abuse of 
authority or procedures. Builder thinks that thanks to that incident the Posts am 
Telegraph General Departmen. and the other organs will learn a lesson regariing the 
necessity of closely managing contro) papers, seals, and personnel, as well as 
manifesting a sense of responsibility when signing papers.

HANOI MILITIA STEP UP TRAINING

[Text] As they enter training phase No 2, the local troops, militia, and self- 
defense forces throughout tne Capitai Military Region have, along with the main- 
force troops, fulfilled such key missions as production and troop recruitment. 
Military training has also been stepped up, and good results have been attained. 
As of the beginning of October, 75 percent of the precincts, districts, and cities 
had units which had completed the annual training program. In Phuc Tho, Hoai Duc, 
Me Linh, Ba Vi, Gia Lam, and Dong Anh districts, from 90 to 100 percent of the vil- 
lages had fulfilled their annual progran. 


The mobile and on-the-spot militia and self-defense forces of nearly all units in 
the military region had essentially completed their training. The units of such 
specialized detachments as communications, reconnaissance, and military engineer 
detachments, and 90 percent of the firepower detachments -- antiaircraft, recoil- 
less rifles, artillery, and mortars -- had fulfilled their training plans. Soc Son 
District has the first district te complete its training and organizing a live 
ammunition exercise. All of the gun crews, including antiaircraft artillery and 
mortars of the various kinds, met the requirements.

FOREIGN MINISTER: NO MORE LARGE-SCALE VIETNAM AID PROJECTS 
Stockholm SVENSKA DAGBLADET in Swedish 25 Nov 81 p 7

[Text] Sweden will not embark on big new aid programs of the Bai Bang type in 
Vietnam. This was announced to parliament by Foreign Minister Ola Ullsten (Liberal) 
on Tuesday. He indicated that Swedish aid will have a different direction in Viet- 
nam in the future than it has had so far. 


Ullsten was answering a question from Conservative Marten Werner who wanted to know 
if Sweden would take part in building a big modern pharmaceutical industry in Viet- 
nam. 


Marten Werner who visited Vietnam recently felt it is important that Sweden not 
embark on new projects before the big forestry project is completed in Bai Bang. 


He also felt new projects should not be started with Swedish aid before “the war 
is ended." He pointed out that Vietnam has 200,000 men in Kampuchea and 60,000 in 
Laos. 


But Marten Werner did not request drastic cuts in aid to Vietnam, the country that 
has received most Swedish assistance for many years. 


And no reduction of Vietnam aid is being considered. DAGENS NYHETER has learned 
that a delegation from the aid organization, SIDA [Swedish International Develop- 
ment Authority], has gone to Vietnam to discuss new aid agreements for 2 years to 
start the next budget year, July 1982. The delegation has no instructions to 

talk about reduced national limits, as they are called. They are negotijting with 
the Vietnamese on continuing 365 million kronor in aid annually, an amount the 
Vietnamese are now receiving as they have done for the past 2 years. In real terms 
the frozen level means a reduction in Swedish aid during this period. 


SIDA has already rejected Vietnam's desire to take part in the construction of a 
modern antibiotics factory. 


The project has been judged too technically advanced. On the other hand SIDA would 
be glad to support existing production of basic medicines with deliveries of raw 
materials, for example. They also want to cooperate ir improving distribution and 
usage of medicines. 








Swedish aid will also continue to go to the existing Bai Bang project ana the two 
hospitals, the children's hospital in Hanoi and the Uong Bi hospital in the province 


of Quang Ninh. 


The gigantic Bai Bang Project can be used to train personnel to be employed in paper 
mills in southern Vietnam. Sweden has already delivered some raw materials and 
spare parts there. 


In Quang Ninh Province SIDA will focus on rural health care, especially primary 
health care with the emphasis on women and children. There SIDA would like to co- 
operate with the UN children's fund, UNICEF, oz other international bodies. 


The program discussion now going on in Vietnam is aimed mainly at an exchange of 
views between the two sides on assistance for the next agreement period. After 
Christmas the Vietnamese will present their “wish list,” their formal request on 
aid for various projects. 


For several years now Sweden has been the only Western nation giving aid to Vietnan.

REVISED DRAFT ON FATHERLAND FRONT COMMITTEES PUBLISHED 
Hanoi DAI DOAN KET in Vietnamese No 23, 11 Nov 81 pp 3, 10 


[Revised draft of report by the Secretariat of the Central Committee of the Vietnam 
Fatherland Front on “The Functions and Responsibilities of the Front Committees at 
the Various Echelons” | 


[Text] Editor's Note: In May 1961 the Secretariat of the Central Committee of the 
Vietnam Fatherland Front sent to the provincial, municipal, and special zone Front 
committees a draft regarding the functions and responsibilities of the Front con- 
mittses at the various echelons. The newspaper DAI DOAN KET also published that 
draft. Many provincial and municipal Front committees discussed, and contributed 
opinions about, that draft. The Secretariat studied and considered those opinions 
and drew up a second draft incorporating them. The newspaper DAI DOAN KET is pub- 
lishing that revised draft so that the Front committees and Front members at the 
various echelons can study it and continue to contribute opinions in order to per- 
fect it. 





The resolution of the Fourth Party Congress defined the role and responsibilities 
of the Vietnam Fatherland Front. Our country’s new Constitution codified its role 
and responsibilities as follows: 


"Tne Vietnam Fatherland Front -- made up of ihe political parties, the Vietnam Con- 
federation of Trade Unions, the Vietnam Collective Peasants Federation, the Ho Chi 

Minh Communist Youth Union, the Vietnam Women's Union, and the other components of 

the Front -- is a solid source of support for the state. 


“The Front must develop the tradition of national solidarity, strengthen the poli- 
tical unanimity and morale of the people, participate in building and consolidating 
the people's governmental aiministration, and educate and encourage the people to 
heighten their consciousness of collective mastership and compete in building 
socialism and defending the homeland.” 


In the present revolutionary phase, our entire nation has three major ‘auks: so- 
Cialist construction, the defense of the homeland, and international solidarity. 


All components of the Fatherland Front must, according to their specific role and 
function, contribute to encouraging the people to exercise their collective master- 
ship right and fulfill those three tasks. 




















The Front Committee at each level is a joint executive organ elected democratically 
by the Front Congress at each level. It both represents the national solidarity 
bloc and has the function of serving as a center for coordinating and unifying the 
activities of the components of the Front, and contributes to the fulfillment of 
the political tasks of the nation and of each locality, under the direct leadership 
of the party committee echelons. 


I. The Common Tasks of the Front Committees at the Various Echelons 


1. Alcng with the component organizations of the Front, carrying out the politi- 
cal-ideclogical education task so that the people can clearly understand the common 
Situation anc tasxs of the nation; clearly distinguish ourselves, our friends, and 
our enemies; strengthen solidarity and unanimity; and believe in and correctly car- 
ry out the internal and external stands and policies of the party and siate. 


The Front committees are concerned with encouraging appropriate social strata, such 
as the exemplary members of the intelligentsia, the religious, the ethnic minority 
groups, overseas Vietnamese, etc., to contribute to the common endeavor. If it 
notes something in state policies and regulations that is irrational with regard to 
such strata, the Front Committee makes a recommendation to the competent organ so 
that it can take action. 


2. It represents the common voice of the people and participates in building and 
consolidating the governmental administration. On the basis of the Constitution 
and the laws that have been promulgated, the Front Committee has the following 
specific responsibilities: 


-- Along with the governmental organs, organizing National Assembly and People's 
Council elections at the various levels, and introducing candidates to those organs 


of authority. 








-- Helping the delegates to the National Assembly and the People's Councils estab- 
lish close relationships with the voters and fulfill their responsibilities to the 
people. Recommending the disqualification of delegaces who are unworthy of the 
people's confidence. 


-- Contributing opinions to the draft state plans and draft laws (especially with 
regard to problems regarding the rights and duties of citizens). 


-- Encouraging the people to correctly observe the consti‘ution and laws, and 
guiding and helping the people to exercise their right to oversee, criticize, and 
complain about any individual or organization breaking the law; introducing the 
People's Assessor to tne people's courts at the various levels; and participating 
in the people's inspection and reconciliation tasks at the base level. 


3. Along with the component organizations of the Front and the state organs, 
encovraging the people to promote production, practice economy, and fulfill their 
foodstuff obligations toward the state; consolidating the socialist production re- 
lationships (in the North) and continuing socialist transformation (in the South). 
Depending on the circumstances of each place, the Front Committee can encourage the 











people to participate in the secondary family economy or other specific economic 
aspects, if it is concluded that there are capabilities for doing so and the party 
committee echelons and governmental organs agree. 


4. Along with the component organizations and the state organs, educating the 
people to be conscious of strictly fulfilling their military obligations; encourag- 
ing the peuple to positively participate in building the armed forces and in carry- 
ing out the army's rear services policy, and to always maintain revolutionary 
vigilance; maintaining political security and social omer; and assuring that our 
soldiers and people are always prepared, and fully able, to defeat all plots and 
acts of the aggressors and their lackeys. 


5. Along with the component organizations of the Front and the relevant state or- 
gans, encouraging the people to adopt a new way of life in the family and in socie- 
ty, struggle against social evils, reform backward customs and practices, eliminate 
superstition, eradicate decadent culture, and develop the positiveness and initia- 
tive of the Front committees in building a new way of life and the new socialist 
man. 


II. The Tasks of Each Front Committee Echelon: 


Each Front Committee echelon must, depending on its position, contribute to carry- 
ing out the above-mentioned common tasks. At the same time, it has the following 
specific duties: 


A. The Central Committee of the Vietnam Fatherland Front 


-- Encouraging the people of the entire nation to fulfill the common tadks of the 
nation and to victoriously fulfill the state plans; and announcing and expressing 
the attitude of the Vietnamese people regarding the major political events in our 
country and in the world. 


-- Unifying the activities of the components at the central level regarding the 
common political program in each period of time and in each popular campaign. 


-- Contributing opinions to the National Assembly, the Council of State, and the 
Council of Ministers regarding the draft state plans and draft laws; reflecting the 
thoughts and aspirations of the people; and making recommendations about matters 
relevant to assuring the rights and obligations of citizens. 


-- Unifying and developing the role of some representative people among the in- 
tellectuals, ethnic minority groups, religions,overseas Vietnamese, etc. 


-- Organizing the external activities of the Front in accordance with the lines 
and policies of the party and state. 


-- Studying and guiding the Front committees of the provincial and directly depen- 
dent municipalities, helping them carry out the task of building up their or- 
ganization, strengthening the key cadres of the Front committees of the provinces 
and municipalities directly under the Central Committee with regard to Front work, 
and helping the Front committees of the provinces and municipalities strengthen the 
lower-echelon Front cadres. 




















B. The Front Committees of Provinces and Municipalities Directly Under the Central 
Committee 


-- Unifying the activities of the components in each revolutionary campaign, with 
regard to the various strata of people in the provinces and municipalities, so that 
they can contribute to the victorious carrying out of the political tasks of the 
provinces and municipalities. 


-- Maintaining relations with the People's Council, the People's Committee, and 
the relevant services and bureaus, in order to both participate in building the 
governmental administration and coordinate the management task of the state with 
the Front's popular mobilization task. 


-- Unifying and developing the role of a number of representative people in the 
provinces and municipalities, among the intellectuals, ethnic groups, religions, 
etc. 


-- Guiding and assisting the Front committees of the districts, precincts, and 
cities in carrying out their work and consolidating the base-level Front committes, 
and organizing supplementary professional training for Front cadres in the dis- 
tricts, precincts, and cities, and the key Front cadres at the base level. 


-- Carrying out tasks involving international solidarity with the Soviet Union, 
Laos, Kampuchea, etc., in places assigned to it. 


C. The District, Precinct, and City Front Committees 


-- Unifying the activities of the component members in revolutionary campaigns 
with regard to the various strata of people in the districts, precincts, and cities, 
in order to victoriously fulfill the political missions of the districts, precincts, 
and cities. 


-- Maintaining relations with the People's Council and People's Council at the 
same level in order to participate in building the governmental administration and 
coordinate work. 


-- Unify, and develop the role of, a number of representative people in the dis- 
tricts, precincts, and cities, among the intellectuals, ethnic groups, religions, 
etc. 


-- Continually guide and assist the village, ward, and city Front committees in 
building and consolidating organization, supplementing cadres, isolating experi- 


ences, amd propagating good examples. 
D. The Village, Ward, and City Front Committees 


The village, ward, and city Front committees keep in direct touch with the actual 
daily life of the people, so their activities must take the form of mass movements 
if they are to have vital force. Along those lines, it is necessary to improve 
their work as follows:

l. Their sphere of activity is the residential areas (where the people live), and 
not the enterprises, cooperatives, production collectives, construction sites, 
state farms, state forests, or organs. 


2. The content of their work is always to encourage the various strata of people 
to create a new way of life, including the following principal contents: 


a. Strengthening the people's patriotism, love of socialism, spirit of proletarian 
internationalism, clearly differentiate ourselves, our friends, and the enemy, and 
confidence in the lines and policies of the party and state. 


b. Encouraging the people to create solidarity in the neighborhood, help one 
another to assure production, stabilize living conditions, and care for wounded 
soldiers, families of war dead, old people living alone, crippled people, teenagers, 
and children. 


c. Encouraging the adoption of a new way of life in the family and in society, the 
maintenance of order, sanitation, -nd security in the neighborhoods, and the 
elimination of superstitions and social evils. Encouraging the people to contribue, 
along with the state or cooperative, to building cultural and social pbulic welfare 
projects in the residential areas. 


d. Encouraging the exercise of the rights and obligations of citizens, especially 
the right to run for office and to vote; the right to oversee, criticize, or con- 
plain about any individual or organization acting contrary to law; the right and 
obligation of labor; the obligation of defending the homeland; and the obligation 
of obeying laws. 


e. Organizing, and developing the role of, old people in the task of encouraging 
the people to create a new way of life in the residential areas. 


In villages, wards, and cities with ethnic minority people, Buddhist monks, and re- 
cently returned overseas Vietnamese, the Front Committee establishes contact and 
campaigns in accordance with decentralization and guidance by the district, pre- 
cinct, and city Front committees. 


3. Working methods that are appropriate to the area and the contents of the can- 
paignss 


a. Unification of the activities of mass organizations coordination with the 
governmental administration are not limited to the villages, wards, and cities, but 
must extend to each small population cluster (hamlet, housing cluster, neighbor- 
hood, montagnard village). 


b. The Front Committee directly develops the role of old people, especially re- 
tired cadres and military personnel and other people with good standing in the 
residential areas, while also, by means of assigning tasks to, and cooriinating, 
the mass organizations, in order to continue to encourage each family. 


C. Broadly organizing citizens in the residential areas into flexible organiza- 
tional forms, especially people who have not yet participated in a mass organiza- 
tion, in order to guide the broad masses in exercising their collective mastership

right and building a new way of live in the neighborhoods, hamlets, and villages. 


At present, although our country has been unified the two reions still have their 
own characteristics, so the tasks of the Fatherland Front and the Front committes 
may manifest specific differences. 


In the North, the great undertaking of socialist transformation has been essential- 
ly completed, the social classes are more homogeneous, and the organizational sys- 
tem of the party, the governmental administration, and the mass organizations is 
larger and stronger and operates more effectively. Therefore, the activities of 
the Front should not duplicate those of the governmental organs, mass organiza- 
tions, and cooperatives, but must be concentrated on encouraging the people to 
exercise their collective mastership right and create a new way of life in the 
residential areas. 


In the South, the great undertaking of socialist transformation is continuing. 
There are still five economic components, with many social class and strata. In 
many places the party, governmental, and mass organization bases have only recently 
been set up. There are still few collective economic organizations, and they are at 
a low level. Therefore, the Front committees must and can do things which such or- 
ganizations cannot yet do. In addition to encouraging the people to build a new 
way of life in the residential areas, the Front also participates in encouraging 
cooperativization, encouraging private individuals to pay taxes and sell foodstuffs 
to the state, campaigning for the maintenance of order and security, campaigning 
for the fulfillment of the military obligation, and encourage and assist the 
bourgeoisie to accept the economic policies of the state. Wherever there are of- 
ficials and officers of the old regime, the Front encourages the, to, and assists 
them in, living and operating is a manner appropriate to the new regime, etc. With 
regard to its method of operation, the Front committee must stress the mode of 
working through representative individuals with prestige among the intellectuals, 
ethnic groups, religions, industrialists and businessment, etc., in order to win 
over the social strata they influence. 


In each reion, the specific situations of each area differs, so the contents of the 
Front work in each locality has a different focus. For example, in the mountain 
region the focus is on ethnic group solidarity and military-civilian solidarity, 
and on opposition to the enemys plots to create division, deceive, and inveigle. 

In the coastal areas, the people's political consciousness must be heightened in 
order to create a people's security network and prevent people from illegally 
fleeing by sea. The villages along railroads or rivers must campaign for the 
people to struggle against those who steal state goods in transit. The municipali- 
ties and cities must stress campaigning for the people to create an orderly, sani- 
tary, civilized, and polite. Where there are religions groups attention should be 
paid to encouraging solidarity among the religions and solidarity between believers 
and nobelievers, encouraging people to correctly carry out the lines and policies 
of the party and the laws of the state, and struggling against those who take 
advantage of religion to work contrary to the interests of the homeland and the 
people, etc.

Therefore, under the direct leadership of the party committee echelons, each Front 
committee echelon must be creative in carrying out the tasks of the Front in the 
locality. Furthermore, the upper-echelon Front committees must understand the 


characteristics of each region, area, and locality, in omer to do a good job of 
guiding Front activities at lower echelons.

SENDING MORE CADRES TO REINFORCE DISTRICT, BASIC LEVELS

[Text] To build strong districts and bases is an important task that fulfills the 
need for economic and cultural development and for maintaining security and con- 
solidating r* “onal defense. The Political Bureau resolution on organization has 
this to say: § ently build districts and perfect the district level -- consider this 
the key linx tor moving agriculture, small industry and handicrafts ahead and for 
organizing the people's living conditions" and "district construction is to be close- 
ly linked with consolidating the cooperatives and perfecting the party base, admin- 
istration and mass organizations at the basic level. "' 


In addition to on-the-spot training of cadres, many localities pay attention to send- 
ing cadres to reinforce the district and basic levels. Many cadres sent to villages 
and districts have shown their usefulness and made active contributions to creat- 
ing new factors at the basic level. Tens of thousands of cadres have upheld their 
sense of responsibility, overcome difficulties and obeyed the orders of the party 
and state and gone to districts and villages in the highlands, the south and border 
areas where along with local cadres they help to build organization and to develop 
the mass movement. 


However, the district level is being perfected quite slowly and the number of weak 
bases still accounts for not too small a percentage. There are many reasons for 
the weak bases, but first of all the weakness is due to the ranks of key cadres be- 
ing weak and small. While the district and basic levels are weak, the central, 
provincial and municipal organs have too great a concentration of cadres beyond 
their actual need and cumbersome machinery, with many cadres being not so ra- 
tionally utilized and the effectiveness of their work being poor. The urgent thing 
to do to consolidate the bases now is to effectively use the cadres now available in 
the localities and to have early plans for on-the-spot training of cadres on the one 
hand, and to reinforce districts and villages with cadres mobilized from the cen- 
tral sectors and provinces and municipalities on the other. All districts and 
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bases are being in need of cadres of all kinds -- leading, managing, economic, 
technical, specialized and professional cadres. If the sectors want to obtain good 
results from their work, they must first of all concentrate their efforts on build- 
ing basic organization. 


To resolutely reduce the number of cadres in the central organs, provinces and 
municipalities and to reinforce districts and bases with more cadres sent from the 
latter is an effective measure aimed at overcoming the lack of balance in the or- 
ganizational system and raising the efficiency of such a system from the basic 
level on up. All sectors and localities must rearrange the use of cadres both to 
rationally perfect the central and provincial levels and to try to strengthen the dis- 
trict and:hasic levels, thus satisfying in time the need of the new task. 


The mobilizing of cadres must rely on raising everybody's revolutionary enthusi- 
asm and at the same time ensure a very correct implementation of th policies 
and procedures promulgated by the state.

VGCTU CONFERENCE--The Vietnam General Confederation of Trade Unions recently held 
a conference in Ho Chi Minh City to review workers’ 1980-81 inspection and control 
activities and to discuss ways to step up such activities in the period ahead. 
Generally speaking, workers’ inspection and control activities have contributed 

to detecting and preventing the phenomena of corruption and theft of state 
property including raw and processed materials and goods. Thousands of workers- 
run inspection teams have been set up so far. Long An Province has had more than 
90 percent of its establishments set up workers-run inspection teams.

COLUMN DENOUNCES ILLEGAL USE OF CAPITAL TO DO BUSINESS

standing" | 


[Text] Recently a number of economic management and administrative organs, 
enterprises, handicraft cooperatives, etc. which do not have the task of distribu- 
tion and circulation have used fluid capital, taken part of their capital construc- 
tion fund, borrowed money at high interest or used illegal capital sources to do 
business. A number of cadres thought that since their units were in no position to 
expand secondary production, they would do business ''to improve" the living 
standard of cadres and workers and civil servants. Asa result, they created 
some disguised organizations like self-sufficient production committees of trade 
unions, consumer cooperatives, snack bar funds, etc., which would spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dong in cash to buy the goods under state management in 
competition with the state-operated commerce. Through the two-way goods ex- 
change relationship, these units made lateral deals and attracted materials and 
goods from enterprises, state farms and cooperatives at agreed prices and resold 
them at high prices. They deliberately raised the purchase prices, competed for 
the market and created a chaotic price situation. According to an inventory as of 
0000 hours on 1 July 1981 made in a number of localities, particularly in the 
southern provinces, the committees and sectors like finance, market management, 
district-level people's committees, the federation of handicraft cooperatives, the 
Industrial Service, the courts, etc. found large quantities of stocks, such as ready- 
made clothes, writing paper, monosodium glutamate, medicinal alcohol, bicycle 
parts and agricultural products, valued at hundreds of thousands of dong and even 
millions of dong in some localities. In the state-operated commercial sector, a 
number of purchasing units had in stock the lines of goods that were not within 
their business duties to store. In Minh Hai Province, as of 31 May 1981, the val- 
ue of stocks of industrial goods of the Grain Service, which included such items as 
ready-made clothes, monosodium glutamate, laundry soap, cotton materials of all 
kinds, cultural materials, cement, iron, etc., amounted to nearly 2.5 million 
dong. As of the same day, the Provincial Sea Products Corporation had stocks of 
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industrial products, such as laundry svap, monosodium glutamate, alcohol, ready- 
made clothes, etc., valued at over 500,000 dong. The stock value of the above- 
mentioned goods equaled more than 98 percent of the unit's self-supplied capital. 
Such a phenomenon -- doing illegal business -- creates negative aspects in dis- 
tribution and circulation: the goods fund of the state is being scattered and spread 
thinly while the state-cperated commerce, the organ that fulfills the distribution 
and circulation function, fails to get hold of the sources of goods and to sell goods 
in accordance with the plan to serve production and the standard of living. The 
state has a budget deficit: if the state-operated commerce gets hold of all of the 
goods, its stores will be in a position to step up sales and to fulfill their turnover 
plan, thus being able to pay taxes and profit to the state at a higher level and a 
reasonable prof‘t margin. The bank encounters many difficulties in the manage- 
ment of money and credit as it cannot collect the cash necessary to serve in time 
the spending need of the economy in accordance with the state plan. Disturbances 
of the market and prices are created and the situation of goods and cash, which 

is already tense, becomes more tense. 


We think that since doing business is the direct task of the commercial sector, 
other sectors should not use trade union funds or other illegal sources of capital 
to do business. As to the commercial sector, it should correctly fulfill its busi- 
ness function and task and avoid purchasing or storing any goods that are not part 
of its business task. This kind of goods should be left to the management of the 
specialized business units, which sell them in accordance with the plan. The 
sectors in charge, people's committees of different levels, market management 
committees and economic management organs like the bank, financial organs, etc. 
must strengthen inspection and control and guide and assist the basic level units 

in correctly carrying out production, business and economic and financial manage- 
ment procedures so as to contribute to stabilizing the market and prices, boosting 
cash receipts and raising the state revenue.

HOAN KIEM PRECINCT INTENSIFIES MARKET MANAGEMENT

thods to Results” | 


[Text ] The market management unit of the commercial bureau of Hoan Kiem Precinct 
consists of one anti-speculation and blackmarketing team and two market management 
teams. The work teams all have daily work plans and assign management cadres to 
specific areas. Such cadres are sent to the waris and, with the help of the 
governmental administration and the people, monitor and uncover incidents of il- 
legal livelihood. On the basis of information provided by the anti-speculation ani 
blackmarketing team, the market management team promptly arrested violators and 
sent them to the commercial bureau so that they could be dealt with. 


During the recent period the market situation has undergone many complicated 
changes; the speculators have dispersed their goods and people who produce ersatz 
goods operate more frequently. In view of that situation, the market management 
unit is stepping up its inspections of the roads, markets, and places with many 
merchants, and is coordinating with the financial and public security sectors, and 
the wards, to uncover instances of illegal speculation and commerce. 


Due to its positive activities, since the beginning of the year the commercial 
bureau of Hoan Kiem Precinct has discovered a number of places which 

stored goods or produced ersatz goods, including 4,270 meters of cloth, 4,603 wash 
cloths and shirts, 863 bicycle chains and sprocket wheels, 1,860 kilos of MSG, etc. 
In five major incidents the confiscated goods hed a value of 235,000 dong. 


The market management unit inspected the house of Pham Thi B on Nam Bo Street twice 
and confiscated 396 meters of cloth of the various kinds. Tran Dinh B, of 337 
Street, was found to possess 248 meters of cloth. Hoang Thanh S, of Hang Khoai 
Street speculated in 2,947 packages of Du Lich cigarettes and 2}4 meters of cloth. 
The house of Tran Luu K, on Hang Dau Street, harbored 23,700 modern pharmaceutical 
pills, 90 vials of antibiotics, 32 jars of ointment, etc. At the house of Pham Van 
T, a tailor, on Cua Bac Street there were found 54,000 modern pharmaceutical pills, 
1,120 inoculation syringes, and 48 vials of antibiotics. The house on Hang Dau 
Street of Tran Thi N, who earned a living selling noodle soup, there were discovered 


337 kilos of bagged refined sugar. 
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With the assistance of the people, the market management wilt also helped uncover 
a number of houses the occupants of which specialized in producing such ersatz 
goods as cigarettes, such as a house on Nam Bo Street which produced cigarettes 
bearing a state label, ami confiscated 2,391 packages of tobacco of the various 
kinds, 22,100 cigarettes, 63 kilos of empty packages and packaging paper, 3 tobacco 
presses, etc. “hen the house of Luu Van B on Hang Dieu Street was inspected there 
were discovered 17 kilos of gummed printing paper and a seal for printing false 
labels. At the house of Nguyen Quang T on Pham Boi Chau Street, where chemicals 
were illegally produced, there were 230 kilos of chemicals of the various kinds. 


In order to develop the role of market management, the commercial bursau of Hoan 
Kiem Precinct must act even more positively and stress the large nests of specula- 
tion and black marketing, which slip state goods to the outside, ani take ap- 
propriate steps to deal with people who engage in illegal commerce.

GUIDANCE GIVEN REGARDING IN-KIND SUPPLEMENTATION 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 4 Nov 81 p 2 


[New Regulations and Policies column: “Guidance Regarding the Implementation of 
the System of In-Kind Supplementation for Workers and Civil Servants Working in 
Especially Unhealthy Sectors and Trades"] 


[Text] On the basis of Decision No 218-CP, dated 29 May 191, of the Council of 
Ministers regarding the system and mode for supplying goods in 1961, after reaching 
an agreement with the Vietnam Confederation of Trade Unions, the Labor, Public 
Health, Home Trade, and Finance ministers jointly issued Circular “. 12-TT-LB, 
which provided new guidance regarding the system of in-kind supplementation for 
workers and civil servants in especially unhealthy sectors and trades: 


1. With regard to systems and principles, the categories receiving in-kind sup- 
plementation are the same as those stipulated in Circular No 02-TTg, dated 9 
January 1963, of the Premier. 


2. On the basis of the commodity quantities and present commodity prices, the 
supp.ementation levels are readjusted as follows: 


Levels 1.5 dong per meal (corresponds to the old .30 dong level). 

Level 2: 2.2 dong per meal (corresponis to old .45 dong level). 
Level 3: 3 dong per meal (corresponis to the old .60 dong level). 

Level 4; 4.5 dong per meal (corresponis to the old 1.00 dong level). 


Every month, the commercial organ assures the supplying of sufficient in-kind goods 
to provides 


Level ls Meat: .3 kilos (or six chicken or duck eggs); sugar: 1 kilo; beans: .5 
kilos. 





Level 2: Meats .3 kilos (or sixchicken or duck eggs); sugar: 1 kilo; beans: .5 
kilos.

Level 3: Meats .3 kilos (or six chicken or duck eggs); sugar: lkilo; beans: .5 
kilos; milk: 1 can. 


Level 4: Meats .5 kilos (or 10 chicken or duck eggs); sugars 1 kilo; beans: .5 
kilo; milks 1 can. 


(If at any time or place there is no milk, meat is sold instead at the ratio of one 
can of milk equalling .3 kilos of meat.) 


3. The commercial sector supplies the various kinds of goods mentioned above to 
meet the needs of supplementation at retail prices. They were determined by Deci- 
Sion 220-CP, dated 29 May 1981, of the Council of Ministers. 


4, The organs and enterprises must use the in-kind goods that are provided to 
enable workers and civil servants to eat at the organs ani enterprises. In special 
cases, with regard to production units too widely dispersed or if the number of 
people receiving supplementation is small and it is not possible to provide meals 
in the unit, in-kind goods may be distributed to the workers and civil servants so 
that they can use them themselves, but the consent of the trade union executive 
committee of the organ or enterprise must be obtained. 


The organs and enterprises which are self-sufficient with regard to in-kind goods 
may use the money granted to attain the above-mentioned supplementation levels. 
They do not have to make their purchases from the commercial sector, but must meet 
the quantity and quality requirements of the supplementary meals. 


The organs and enterprises must pay attention to the processing phase in order to 
assure quality, and organize appropriate meals. In places which have mid-shift 
meals, the supplementary meals supplementary meals should consist of sweet bean 
soup, fruit, etc., and the mid-shift meal should be flexibly coordinated with the 
supplementary meal, in accordance with the principle of correctly attaining the 
stipulated standards of the supplementation levels. They may purchase additional 
rice, and other staple foods, or highly nutritions fruits, for the supplementary 
meals. They must use all of the allotted money for each level. 


5. With regard to the review and approval procedure, the inter-ministerial deci- 
Sion also provided the following guidance: 


a. The ministries and general corporations of the sectors must coordinate with 
the sectors in reviewing and redrafting lists of trades qualifying for supplementa- 
tion at the various levels ani, after obtaining the agreement of the Ministry of 
Labor and the Ministry of Public Health, promulgate systems for carrying them out 
in the bases under their management (except for the ministries and general depart- 
ments which have drafted lists and obtained the approval of the Ministry of labor 


in 1980). 


b. The bureaus, services, ami sectors in the localities must coordinate with the 
sector trade unions at the same level in reviewing and redrafting the list of 
trades eligible for supplementation, on the basis of lists of managing ministries, 
general departments, and sectors which have been promulgated. Those lists must 
be approved by the agreement of the local labor and public health organs. Before 
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the lists are submitted to the peoples committees for approval and promulgation, 
the labor and public health bureaus and services must exchange opinions, and reach 
agreement, with the provincial, municipal, and special zone trade union federa- 
tions, and report them to the Ministry of Labor ani the Ministry of Public Health, 
in order to assure that the system of in-kind supplementation is carried out 
uniformly throughout the country. 


c. The determination of the job classifications to receive in-kind supplementation 
must be based on the actual working conditions and the investigatory documents of 
the public health organ. With regard to the bases of the central sectors with in- 
dustrial sanitation stations, the investigatory documents of those stations are 
also bases on which to determine the supplementation levels. 


d. The heads of organs and enterprises must, on the bases of the approved lists 
of trades eligible for in-kind supplementation, draft lists of workers ami civil 
servants eligible for supplementation in the unit, draft plans to request the sup- 
plying of in-kind goods in accordance with the above-mentioned levels, send those 
plans to th» local commercial bureaus and services, and accept complete responsi- — 
bility for the correctness of those plans. 


The commercial bureaus and services must review those plans and assure the sup- 
plying of sufficient quantities, and on schedule, of the goods stipulated in point 
No 2 of that circular for the organs and enterprises.

SHORTAGE OF MILK IN STATE STORES DECRIED

[Text | I gave birth in July 1981 and was completely unable to produce milk. The 
organ public health office and the commercial bureau of Hai Ba Trung Precinct con- 
sidered my case and issued me Type-A ration coupons (eight cans a month) and the 
child was granted 60 dong a month for the purchase of milk. 


After I was issued milk ration coupons, I was unable to buy a single can of milk 
in August, September, and October. All of the sundry goods stores I was told that 
they were “out of milk” or “had no milk," while the commercial sector continued to 
announce that the milk would be sold until 30 September, then that the deadline 
would be extended until the end of October. 


Outside the stores, on the sidewalks, the peddlers have much milk to sell at prices 
of from 27 to 40 dong per can! Like the majority of the mothers who are customers, 
I must close my eyes and buy a little “outside” milk for my child, in hopes that in 
a day or two the commercial sector will have milk to sell. It is now near the end 
of October but milk is still not sold. I recommend that the commercial sector tell 
me how I can buy milk for the my child in accordance with standards.

At the large stores, such as the Department Store, the 
sundry goods store at No 5 Nam Bo Street, etc., they gather in rather large nun- 
bers, waiting to rush in when the doors open. When they see somethi’.¢ they could 
sell at a profit they jostle and push one another in order to buy everything. A 
momerit later they take the goods out to the sidewalk to sell to passers-by at 
high prices and make easy profits. While waiting for the state stores to put more 
goods out for sale, they invite one another to eat and drink, or go to stake out 
places in front of the stores. They are as disorderly and playful as if they were 
in their own rooms, speak vulgarly, and noisily curse one another. The activities 
of that gang clearly disturb the distribution of state commerce, violate the rights 
of the consumers, and cause disorder and unsightliness at the stores. 


Those hustlers also operate brazenly at the movie houses and theaters, and where 
lottery tickets are sold. With regard to some “attractive” films, the speculators 
have whole piles of tickets in their hands in order to exploit moviegoers by charg- 
ing prices five to seven times higher. In front of the Capital Construction Lot- 
tery Council and a number of other places, one sees people with whole handfulls of 
tickets in their hands, to be sold at prices 50 to 100 times greater than the 
stipulated prices. 


It is not difficult to find them. So why are they still allowed to operate freely, 
when at the stores, theaters, and movie houses, and on the streets, there are 
people who are responsible for maintaining order and security? Is it because we 
are inconsistent, and “have the head of a fish and the tail of a mouse"? 


That deficiency must be overcome. Such hustlers and speculators must be done away 
with in order to contribute to market management, assure the rights of the consun- 
ers, and maintain order, security, and attractiveness in the city.

ILLICIT RUBBER MANUFACTURERS SAID TO EARN BIG PROFITS

Gut Big” 


{Text ] Recently there have appeared cooperative teams and individual handicraft 
workers who ply the trade of pressing rubber to “serve” the production of bicycle 
tires. Most of them are not skilled, and many of them only have a formula for 
mixing raw materials, materials, and waste products "purchased" from people in the 
rubber production sector. In omer to deceive the economic-financial and production 
management organs, they declare that they have been hired to press rubber for pro- 
ducers who have economic contracts with the state. The truth is that they make a 
living principally by spending large amounts of money to buy up the crepe, curing 
agents, zinc powder, light powder, colored powder, black dye, etc., from all 
sources. The rubber that is pressed is sold by the pound and ounce to people who 
produce bicycle tires, so there is no need to adhere to the mixing formula. Even 
if they reduce the ratio of crepe and mix in much powdered rock, they can easily 
sell their products. The producers are not concerned over whether quality is good 
or bad, but only with earning big profits to put in their pockets. 


The activities of those rubber pressers have contributed "positively" to enabling 
tons of crepe, curing agents, zinc powder, colored powder, etc., belonging to the 
state to fly away, although they don't have wings. Many pressing machine owners, 
after only a few months of “service” have made out big, and many have earned pro- 
fits of thousands of dong a day. Many others have feverishly sought to buy or make 
rubber presses. 


When will the sectors, the echelons, and the economic-financial management and pro- 
duction management organs pay attention to that matter, in order to take steps to 


strengthen management?

'NHAN DAN EDITORIAL CALLS FOR MORE AND BETTER AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 5 Nov 81 p 1 


[ Editorial: "Meet the Need for Agricultural Implements in the Movement to Contract 
Out Agricultural Production” | 


[Text] The contracting out of production in agricultural cocperatives is rapidly 
developing into a large movement of emulation in intensive cultivation and in- 
creasing crop yields. With determination to effectively use the contracted-out 
land, the cooperative members want the cooperatives to create favorable farming 
conditions for them, especially with regard to production implements. The providing 
of sufficient quantities of good-quality implements is an essential condition for 
fully utilizing all labor capabilities, attaining high labor productivity and, on 
that basis, increasing the income value of a work day and more strongly developing 
the effect of the new contracting-out systen. 


The movement to contract out production is posing greater needs than in the past 
for labor implements, but the localities have not yet fully met them. That limita- 
tion is not a result of the local machinery network being thin or local machinery 
Capabilities being weak. In fact, many areas not far from the industrial zones 
also often have serious shortages of many kinds of implements now needed by pea- 
sants who agree to produce on a contracted-out basis, such as improved carts, in- 
secticide sprays, sickies, and hoes. Some areas with strong machinery capabilities 
still put on the market poor-quality implements which do not sell very well, or 
which, if they are purchased, must be taken to blacksmiths to be remade before they 
can be used. The principal deficiency is that guidance of the production of or- 
dinary implements is often lax and no one accepts ultimate responsibility. Some- 
times, many organs are involved but there is no unified, centralized management of 
production plans and product marketing. 


The most important measures for assuring that they loclities are capable of provid- 
ing sufficient amounts of improved and ordinary implements for the agricultural 
cooperatives and cooperative members accepting contracted-out work are reorganizing 
and rearranging the machinery forces, carrying out a division of labor and produc- 
tion cooperation among many base-level units, between the central machine shops and 
the local machine shops, and among the provincial, district, and village machine 
shops. The mountain area must form an alliance with the lowland area, and the areas 
Which have not yet developed machine shop networks must form an alliance with the 

* areas which have blacksmithing traditions, or zones in which there are concentrated 
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many enterprises and construction sites which have not fully utilized their equip- 
ment's capacities. The agricultural implements ani parts mass-produced from good 
materials must be produced by the central machinery sector. The types which must 
be produced in mcderate quantities must be the responsibility of the provincial ani 
district machinery enterprises. Types which are ordinary but require specifica- 
tions and quality which are appropriate to the farming practices of each locality 
are produced and repaired by area machinery stations or cooperative blacksmith 
teams. 


Developing the effect of the industrial-agricultural structure, the district eche- 
lon -- the center for the technical equipping of agricultural cooperatives -- keeps 
abreast of the quantitative and qualitative agricultural implement requirements of 
the hamlets and villages, and arranges for the cooperatives to sign contracts for 
the purchase of goods from the machinery bases capable of producing the best pro- 
ducts. On the basis of the contracts, we must create harmonious coordination among 
the factors assuring the production of agricultural implements, and especially the 
supplying of materials promptly and in accordance with specifications, in- 
cluding the various kinds of iron, steel, and wood that are collected and reused. 
The prices must correspond to utilization value, in omer to encourage the bases 
producing agricultural implements and so that the peasants will not have to pay ex- 
cessively high prices. 


The production of agricultural implements is not difficult, but in omer to doa 
good job there must be appropriate investment and research. All new agricultural 
implement models must be tested in the fields and accepted by the workers before 
being produced, distributed, and circulated. The industrial production bases, con- 
centrating on serving agriculture, must firmly grasp the requirements of the users 
amd go all-out to produce agricultural implements that are both sufficient in 
quantity and appropriate to the new cultivation conditions. The task of guiding 
the expansion of the contracting ovt of agricultural production must be closely 
combined with the task of guiding the technical equipping of cooperatives. Changes 
in management must bring about corresponding technical changes, and vice versa.

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HANOI REPORTS 1981 CROP PRODUCTION FIGURES

[Text] Generally speaking, in 1961, despite weather-related difficulties in 

many areas coupled with a reduction in the supplies of material and technical 
means--which are reported to be smaller than last year--the country has still 

been relatively successful in grain production, in the cultivation of industrial 
crops and in animal husbandry. The acreage of many kinds of crops and the popula- 
tion of many species of animals have increased over last year. 


According to an initial estimate provided by the general statistics department, 
to date the country as a whole has planted more than 6,948,000 hectares of grain 
crops. Although this is 433,000 hectares less than the planned target, it shows 
an increase of more than 103,000 hectares over 1980. With regard to rice cultiva- 
tion in particular, the country has planted 5,624,500 hectares, or 97.5 percent 
of the planned target. This represents an increase of 0.4 percent over 1980. 

As for the l10th-month rice crop, the north has already completed the harvest 
while the south is now busy with its harvesting activities. According to an 
initial estimate, the average paddy output obtained throughout the country in 
1981 was 22.34 quintals per hectare--an increase of 1.55 quintals per hectare 
over 1980--with the average l0th-month paddy output being put at 20.46 quintals 
per hectare, the highest since 1976. 


Generally speaking, in 1981 the north achieved good successes in the three areas-- 
acreage, output and yield. It has succeeded in planting 2,467,700 hectares. 


The product-contract system--which suits not only those cocperatives formed 20 
years ago in the north but also those cooperatives and production collectives 
newly established in the south to meet the legitimate demands of the local 
peasants who have embarked on the path of collective production only in the 

few years that have elapsed since liberation--is fast becoming a widespread mass 
movement in many areas. In the central coastal provinces and the central high- 
land provinces, 53-57 percent of the cooperatives have applied the new contractual 
form. 


There have been many new developments in animal husbandry due to the effects of 
the policy of promoting ;.imal husbandry and of the application of the product- 
contract system in agriculture. In 1981 animal husbandry activities throughout 
the nation have, for the first time, improved both quantitstively and qualita- 
tively. 
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In contrast to the successes mentioned above, in 1981 the production of subsidiary 
food crops, especially subsidiary grain crops, was reduced both in terms of 
acreage and yield. The 1981 acreage of subsidiary food crops is now far below 
the planned target, showing a sharp decrease as compared with the same period 

in 1980. Generally speaking, eubsidiary food crops are developing unfavorably. 

It is certain that the winter output of subsidiary food crops will not be as 

high as expected and that their yield will accordingly be low.

NORTHERN PROVINCES SPEED UP TENTH-MONTH RICE HARVEST 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 31 Oct 81 p | 


[ VNA News Release: " The North: 4,000 More Hectares of Tenth-Month Rice Har- 
vested Per Day Than This Time Last Year -- Central Trung Bo: Flood Resulting 
From Heavy Rains Affects Some Rice and Subsidiary Food Crops" ] 


[Text] After days of rains, the sunny and warm weather this week is very con- 
venient for the northern provinces to harvest the tenth-month rice and to continue 
planting winter crops. Each day 11,000 hectares are harvested, an increase of 
4,000 hectares as compared with this time last year. The area of tenth-month 
rice affected by leafhoppers was reduced by nearly 40,000 hectares. However, 
many localities have found damages caused to their rice crops by rice ear-cutting 
caterpillars and grasshoppers. 


As an effect of the rains last week, the soil is wet and the pace of planting winter 
crops has slowed down. As of 25 October, in all localities planting of winter crops 
has been done in 110,000 hectares, or 29.3 percent of the crop growing plan. 

Some small plants that have grown after the seeding, i.cluding corn, sweet potato, 
soybean and vegetables of all kinds are withering after being damaged by the rains. 
The time of planting corn and sweet potato has been over (25 October), but only a 
small part of the plan is fulfilled. Many provinces like Vinh Phu, Ha Bac, Hai 
Hung, Thanh Hoa, Thai Binh, Nghe Tinh, Binh Tri Thien, etc. still continue to 
grow the late sweet potato crop, which overlaps the spring season. As to the time 
to plant potato, the most favorable period extends until 15 November. Some local- 
ities have had some experience in planting potato in wet soil and evenly distribut- 
ing potato varieties within their own provinces, districts and cooperatives. But 
the pace of planting potato is slow, which means it will be difficult to fulfill the 
plan in terms of area unless there are lots of efforts involved. 





While harvesting the tenth-month rice crop and planting the winter crops almost 
all provinces and municipalities are making the best preparations for the fifth- 
month anc spring season. The areas of plowing for seeding and for breaking the 
soil for the fifth-month crop, as well as the area where fertilizer has been ap- 
plied, are all larger than those of last year. Many localities want to increase the 
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azolla-planting areas as a means to :'eplace some of the nitrate fertilizer they 
lack, but due to a shortage of cuttings and fertilizer the area devoted to azolla 
is smaller than that of last year. 


From 10 to 14 October, long heavy rains in the provinces of central Trung Bo 
flooded more than 14,000 hectares of rice crop and more than 2,000 hectares of 
sweet potato in 3 districts -- Dai Loc, Dien Ban and Thang Binh (in Quang Nam- 
Da Nang Province). In Nghia Binh, more than 2,000 hectares of rice and more 
than 1,600 hectares of sweet potato were flooded. The above-mentioned localities 
are urgently trying to get rid of the flood water to save their rice, vegetable and 
subsidiary food crops. 


The tenth-month rice plants are growing nicely in the southern provinces: they are 
in the stage of growing upright and being in boot now. Many localities are actively 
taking care of the tenth-month rice crop and plowing 67,000 hectares to grow the 
winter-spring rice in 34,000 hectares and vegetables, subsidiary food crops and 
industrial plants in more than 6, 500 hectares. 


Quang Nam-Da Nang and Nghia Binh Provinces alone have harvested more than 
30,000 hectares of early tenth-month rice.

DONG NAI GETS LABORERS FOR RUBBER TREE-PLANTING ZONE

[Text] The Rubber Corporation of Dong Nai Province has received more than 
18,000 people who came from the precincts and districts of Ho Chi Minh City, 
Binh Tri Thien Province, the densely populated areas of Bien Hoa Munic’‘pality, 
the City of Vung Tau and other localities to take part in building the specialized 
rubber tree-planting zones in the province. 


With the assistance of the VCP committees and people's committees of Dong Nai 
Province and Ho Chi Minh City, the Rubber General Department, party committee 
echelons and local administrations, the corporation has established 3 additional 
state farms, opened over 10,000 hectares of new land for rubber tree planting and 
provided steady jobs for the newly arrived families.

‘HANOI MOI' EDITORIAL CALLS FOR FULFILLMENT OF ANIMAL HUSBANDRY PLAN 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 22 Oct 81 pl 
[Editorial: "Fulfill the Animal Husbandry Plan" | 


[Text |] At present the city as a whole is raising 398,500 hogs, of which the state 
sector accounts for 11,500. The cooperatives are raising 22,000 hogs, and the 
cooperatives member families are raising 356,000. In comparison to the same 
period last year, the total number of logs has increased by 2,019. Nearly all of 
the hogs are crossbred commercial hogs, and most are raised by new methods, such 
as the use of concentrated feed and the use of growth stimulants. Therefore, dur- 
ing the first 9 months of the year about 6,215 tons of meat were sold. 


However, in comparison to the plan the number of hogs is still much too low, as 
is the output of meat. That fact demands that good measures by applied to promote 
animal husbandry, meet the norms regarding the output of meat, and create solid 
conditions for the fulfillment of the 1962 plan. 


In the immediate future, the districts must guide the cooperatives and cooperative 
member families in finding time to promote the acceptance of additional pigs and 
concentrate feed in fattening the hogs that are now being raised, so that by the 
end of the year there will be many hogs which meet the standards for supplying 
to the state. Furthermore, we must urgently increase the number of sows. At 
present, there are only 55,100 sows in the city. That number is not sufficient to 
provide pigs to meet the steadily increasing needs of the people, and every year 
it is necessary to eliminate 24 cx 25 percent of the total number of hogs. ‘There- 
fore, from every litter of pigs sent to market one or two sows which meet the 
Standards must be selected in order to build up the number of breeding Sows, and 
there must be a policy to appropriately reward households which raise sows and 
those which supply pigs, to the cooperatives. In the past, the prices of pigs in 
the cooperatives were lower than the free market prices, so they did not encourage 
the households raising sows to sell many pigs to the cooperatives. The price of 
pigs must be appropriate to the actual situation. At the same time, we must 
expand the creation of breeding hog areas and do a good job of organizing artifi- 
cial insemination and invest grain feed and protein-rich feed in order to fortify 
the pigs and breeding boars. 


In the areas around the city there is much bottom land which is very suitable for 
growing winter and main-season corn and soybeans. The districts must create areas 
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specializing in the production of corn and soybeans for use as animal feed, and 
must build enterprises to produce and process animal feed. The 10th month crop is 
now being harvested, so the cooperatives must have plans to set aside grain for 
animal husbandry. The rice areas must sit aside 10 to 15 percent, and the vegeta- 
ble areas 30 percent, of their total grain output. It is also necessary to con- 
tinually oversee and calculate the use of grain set aside for animal husbandry. 
The bases and units which do not correctly use their animal husbandry grain stocks 
must be promptly corrected. The district people's committees may transfer the 
paddy from cooperatives which have a surplus and cannot use it all in animal hus- 
bandry to other cooperatives. The collective animal husbandry farms must be re- 
tained. The places with sufficient pens must steadily increase the number of 
hogs. They must expand the raising of breeding hogs, contract out hog raising, 
have a policy of appropriate incentives, and promote the contracting out of final 
output to the workers. 


The raising of hogs is not only the obligation of all cooperatives and all collec- 
tive peasants to supply meat to the state, but also directly affects crop yields, 
creates a balance between cultivation and animal husbandry, and creates additional 
export products. On the basis of this year's experiences, the echelons and sec- 
tors must concentrate their guidance so that animal husbandry in the areas around 
the city can develop in a balanced ma~ner in the 1982 plan year.

AN GIANG NEARLY FULFILLS ITS 1981 GRAIN-STORING PLAN

[Text] As of 20 October, An Giang Province has fulfilled 96 percent of its 1981 
plan for acquiring and storing grain in state warehouses, an increase of 70, 100 
tons over 1980, with taxes accounting for 90 percent of the plan goal for the year.

INSECTICIDE QUICKLY SENT TO NORTHERN LOCALITIES

[ Article: Agricultural Materials Sector Tries To Quickly Supply Localities With 
Insecticide" ] 


[Text] In the face of a shortage of materials, which had to be divided among sec- 
tors, fluctuating prices and a lack of means of transportation and loading -unload- 
ing, in the first 9 months of this year the agricultural materials sector was mak- 
ing considerable efforts to supply materials needed in production. As of 30 Sep- 
tember, the total value of its purchases was more than 60 percent of its goal for 
the year and equal to 97 percent of the purchases made in the same period in 1980. 
As for supplying production with materials, the total value attained was 58.6 per- 
cent of its goal for the year and equal to 103 percent of the same period in 1980. 
Purchases thus showed a lower figure as compared with the plan. Purchases of 
veterinary goods and insecticide sprays in particular were made in larger quan- 
tities than in 1980, but they remained lower than what the plan called for. In that 
situation, the sector was actively sending the materials it had received to differ- 
ent localities, in larger quantities than last year in the case of potash, phosphate 
and mixed fertilizers, insecticide, etc. | 


Supplying insecticide to fight leafhoppers in time was an achievement of the sector. 
In the tenth-month rice crop this year leafhoppers were found in almost all north- 
ern localities. In only 10 days the sector was able to transport from the south 

240 tons of a special brand of insecticide and distributed it in time among the local- 
ities. It has been keeping ready different kinds of insecticides to be used against 
the rice ear-cutting caterpillars like Metaphos and DDT suspension for the tenth- 
month season and against other harmful insects and diseases in the next fifth- 
month-spring season.

AGRICULTURE OFFICIAL COMMENTS ON FAMILY GARDENS 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 25 Oct 81 p 3

"Family Gardens and the Social Economy” | 


[Text | The family economy is made up of gardening, stock raising, and handicrafts 
by the direct labor of family members. 


The principal material bases of the family economy in our country are garden plots 
and ponds, for they produce foodstuffs, medicines for people, feed for domestic 
animals, and raw materials for family handicrafts. 


Garden plots and ponds produce nearly everything that is needed in the daily lives 
of the families, from vegetables, fruit, eggs, ginger, garlic, etc., to toothricks, 
chopsticks, firewood, rattan, bamboo, wood with which to build pig pens and chicken 
coops, repair houses, etc. 


The Family Economy Supports the Social Economy 


The products of gardens and ponds not only improve the living conditions and diet 
of the families, but are also commodities which are sold on the local market or 
sold to the state to be supplied to society. 


The social economy is curried out in the agricultural cooperatives and state farms 
and forests which do not have conditions and capabilities for producing all types 
of agricultural products necessary to fully satisfy all needs of society. From 
that arises the objective inevitability of another economic form: the family 
economy, which is in essence a family garden economy. The family gardens must pro- 
duce agricultural products in addition to those necessary for family self-suffi- 
ciency, in order to supply them to society. Thus the family economy supports the 
social economy and helps “free” that economy to concentrate on producing to supply 
the basic, essential products to meet the needs of the people, while producing raw 
materials for industry and goods for export. 


With such a social significance, the labor used in the family economy, to produce 
the nutriments essential for the lives of the people in general and to supplement 
labor in production specifically, is social labor necessary to create material 

wealth for society. In the countries in the socialist community, that means that 
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the family economy participates in the process of socialist reproduction and merges 
with the system of socialist commercial relationships. Therefore, the family eco- 
nomy is not in opposition to the social economy but is intimately related to it. 


The Family Economy Supplements The Social Economy 


The family economy produces a very large variety of agricultural products; every 
season there are different products, each of which are produced in one quantity or 
another. The quantities produced in each garden and pond don't amount to much, but 
if the products that are produced in the family economy sector throughout the coun- 
try are added together, the amount is very large, and in that regard the family 
economy supplements the social economy. In the countries in the socialist communi- 
ty, every year the family economy accounts for 30 to 50 percent of the total ag- 
ricultural output, principally white potatoes, vegetables, fruit, meat, eggs, milk, 
sugar, etc. In our country the family economy has not been guided in a planned, 
organized manner, so there is no statistical data from which to calculate the ratio 
of the family economy in comparison to the total agricultural output. But if we 
enter deeply into studying a number of peasant families which tend gardens, raise 
farm animals, and engage in handicrafts, we see that the income derived from the 
family economy is usually equal to or greater than the income derived from the col- 
lective economy of the agricultural cooperative. At the Van Khe cooperative in Me 
Linh District, nearly all of the families have gardens .1 or .2 Bac Bo mau [one 
mau = 3,600 sq m] in extent, on which they grow vegetables and fruit and raise 
farm animals. They also use pond banks and wasteland to produce within the family 
economy. In 1980, the family income from gardens and ponds varied from 500 dong to 
10,000 dong. In Can Kiem Village, Thach That District, which is in a hilly area 
with poor soil, 100 percent of the families have gardens. In 1980, the incomes 
from gardens varied from 200 dong to 2,000 dong. 


The Family Economy Plays a Social Role 


The family economy uses the labor of all strata of the people and of many age 
groups. Peasants, industrial workers, civil servants, active-duty or retired mili- 
tary personnel, teenagers capable of working, old people, housewives who do not 
work in organs or enterprises, can participate in the family economy. Almost all 
of the time invested in family gardens, stock raising, and handicrafts is extra 
time, time put in after working in organs or producing in enterprises, state farms, 
state forests, etc. 


In the Soviet Union, nearly all of the people in the family economy are workers or 
personnel of the collective farms or state farms. In Hungary, 50 percent of the 
people participate in the family economy. Cooperative members account for 26 
percent of the total, and active, retired, or disabled cadres, workers, and civil 
servants account for 23 percent. Of the 17 million people in the German Democratic 
Republic, 1.1 million are members of the "Association of Gardeners,” 60 percent of 
the membership of which are workers, civil servants, handicraft workers, etc. In 
Bulgaria, in addition to the cooperative members in the family economy, 300,000 
cadres, workers, state civil servants, and retired people grow gardens and raise 
farm animals. 
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In our country, it is not known how many people participate in the family economy, 
but nearly all of the people gardening, raising farm animals, engaging in handi- 
crafts, and working in "Uncle Ho orchards” and "Uncle Ho fish ponds” in the agri- 
cultural cooperatives are old people, wounded and ill soldiers, and crippled 
people, who now must support themselves by their labor in "Uncle Ho orchards” or 
family gardens. Previously, they had to live by means of the welfare funds of the 
cooperatives, and had to rely on chiidren or relatives. 


In addition to the above-mentioned interests, gardens in the lowlands, hill gardens 
or forest gardens in the piedmont and mountain regions can, if planned, designed, 
and built with the proper techniques, and are at the same time well managed in ac- 
cordance with the slogans of combining agriculture and forestry, using the short- 
term to nourish the long-term, intensive cultivation, increasing yields, increasing 
the number of growing seasons, etc., supply the family with its daily vegetables 
and fruit, and provide goods to sell to increase the family's income, and also 
serves to protect the environment, prevent pollution, prevent the topsoil from be- 
ing washed away and eroded, modify the climate, and effectively serve production 
and living standards, as well as making the country more atiractive ani the hamlets 
and villages more prosperous and civilized. 


The family economy, with regard to both theory and practice, is an indispensable 
part of socialist agriculture in our country and in the countries in the socialist 
community, and enables the people's living standard to continually improve, practi- 
cally and certainly. The family economy will disappear only when society does a 
good job of resolving the following problems: The social economy must assure pro- 
duction meet all needs of the people for agricultural products; the system of war- 
houses and roads must be expanded and improved to the degree that everywhere in the 
country will be sufficient amounts of theessential agricultural products for the 
daily meals of the people, in accordance with their preferences; and the socialist 
commercial network must develop strongly in order to assure that the people can 
easily buy sufficient amounts of the agricultural products they need on a daily 
basis. 


In the socialist system, those problems will eventually be resolved, but time will 
be required. 


In our country, that period of time is certain to be long. Tiisrefore, in omer to 
rapidly resolve the food, clothing, housing, and medical care problems of each 
family and of society as a whole, at the present time the family economy must be 
positively encouraged, assisted, and protected, in order to create favorable condi- 
tions for the family economy to effectively support ani supplement the social 
economy, and contribute to achieving the desire of Uncle Ho and the party: “Every- 
thing for the socialist homeland and for the happiness of the people.”

DEVELOPMENTS IN NONFERROUS METALS SECTOR DETAILED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 4 Nov 81 p 3 


[Article by Thao Lam: "From Congress to Congress: laying the Foundation for the 
Nonferrous Metals Sector” | 


[Text ] Nonferrous metals and alloys are indispensable materials in the enterprise 
of industralizing our country. Our country has varied deposits of minerals which 
include such nonferrous metals as tin, aluminum, copper, gold, lead, zinc, chrome, 
nickel, antimony, manganese, and titanium, rare earth metals, etc. How can ways 
be found to exploit and use as effectively as possible our country's deposits of 
nonferous metal ores? That question determines the function ani mission of the 
Nonferrous Metallurgical Institute of the Ministry of Engineering and Metals. That 
Institute is a leading scientific-technical organ which is responsible for research 
and designing, from the mining and ore grading phases to the smelting, refining, 
and blending of the nonferrous metals and alloys. 


The Institute, which was set up during the anti-U.S. war for national salvation, 
was initially very small but now has nearly 500 cadres and personnel, including 
250 engineers and 13 M.A.'s. Those cadre forces are organized into research and 
design units which are increasingly more complete, have clear responsibilities and 
missions, and both create conditions for deep specialization ami meet the require- 
ment of cooperation between the research and design departments. Although there 
have been no major projects, the cadres there have gone all-out to meet the actual 
requirements, used the results of research and designing in production, and contri- 
buted to laying the foundation for the development of our country's nonferrous 
metallurgical sector. 


Tin is a nonferrous metal with which our country has been familiar for a long time. 
In recent years a number of new, rather large deposits have been discovered. In 
order to determine techniques appropriate to the our various kinds of tin ores, the 
cadres have researched many tin ore grading and smelting topics. On that basis, 
the Institute designed the Khuon Phay and Bac Lung mines in the Son Duong tin area, 
with total investment capital amounting to more than 50 million dong. Plans were 
drawn up for the improvement and expansion of many project items in the Khuon Phay 
mining zone, including a mine with an annual output of 300,000 cubic meters of raw 
ore, a central grading installation with nearly 200 tons of domestically produced 
equipment, electricity systems, a pumping station, a water pipeline system, reten- 
tion dams, etc. Achieving accomplishments to celebrate the Fifth Party Congress, 
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that project is urgently being completed so that it can be test-operated in the 
near future. After the entire Bac Lung mining zone has been completed, the annual 
tin ore output there will approximately equal that of the Tinh Tuc mine. Further- 
more, the Institute has also participated in assembling data regarding and studying 
foreign investments in tin mines with larger deposits. 


The Thai Nguyen nonferrous metals smelter, which began operations only a few years 
ago, resulted from the research ami designing of the I: stitute. It is the first 
tin and antimony smelter the principal parts of which were researched ani designed 
by our scientific-technical cadres. All of the equipment of the antimony produc- 
tion line is new Although the tin production line was designed to be movable, sone 
of its principal parts, such as the reverberating furnace, the electronic filter 
system, etc., were redesigned so that they could have the capabities we need. 
Although its capacity is not yet very large, that project signifies further maturi- 
zation on the part of the cadres of the Nonferrous Metallurgical Institute, on the 
bas's of which they can progress to undertaking even greater projects. 


Finding ways to fully utilize poor-quality ores is a focal point of the Institute's 
research. In the past, there were no good techniques for processing ore with anti- 
mony content of under 10 percent. By means of the results of its research, the 
Institute has contributed to the successful construction of the first metal ore 
float-grading enterprise, which increased the metal content from 45 to 50 percent. 
The Institute has also helped Hoang Lien Son Province design ami build a graphite 
ore grading installation which increased the metal content of poor-quality ore from 
20 to 80 percent and met the raw materials quality standards demanded by customers. 


Lead and zinc are also irreplaceable raw materials in a number of industrial sec- 
tors. As they deal with minerals which have previously not been produced in our 
country, the Institute's cadres must research and design all phases, from the first 
to the last. Therefore, we may regard that as a project which includes many con- 
plicated processes with a combined nature, of the non-ferrous metallurgical sector, 
from underground mining systems, ore grading enterprises, etc., to lead ami ginc 
smelters, including equipment to recover sulfur fumes in omer to produce sulphuric 
acid. That project is in the construction design phase. Most of its equipment can 
be produced in our country. When its construction is completed, the lead and zinc 
ore mined every year will amount to about 25,000 tons, in omer to grade and select 
about 1,000 tons of zinc and 300 tons of lead. Those amounts are still small, but 
they contribute notably to meeting the urgent needs in our country. Furthermore, 
from that project we can gain much useful experience in order to design ani build 


even larger projects. 


In addition to the above-mentioned projects, results of real value have been ob- 
tained in research into alloys produced via the medium of rare earth elements. 

That research has been going on for many years. Basing themselves on our country's 
actual conditions with regari to raw materials, materials, and equipment, those 
engaged in the research project have come up with appropriate technological methods 
for smelting alloys, via the medium of rare earth elements (in place of the general 
oxidizing method), which economiges on initial investment capital, reduces the 
depletion of raw materials, and lowers production costs by nearly 200 percent. The 
results of that research have created prospects for the mass production of alloys, 
via the medium of rare earth elements, from domestic ores, in omer to produce many 
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kinis of iron, steel, amd alloys which are very durable, resist wear, resist cor- 
rosion, ami have increased tolerance of vibration ani heat. Applying the results 
of that research project, the Nonferrous Metallurgical Institute, cooperating with 
the Thai Nguyen Iron ani Stell Corporation and the Ferrous Metals Institute, has 
successfully produced, on a small-scale basis, alloys from Vietnamese ores via the 
medium of the “si-fe” family of rare earth elements. The Thai Nguyen Iron ani 
Steel Corporation has, by using that intermediary alloy, successfully cast many 
types of rolling axles of steel ami cast iron, including types with large diameters 
of between 680 and 840 millimeters. That research project received a high award at 
the Scientific-Technical Creativity Exposition of the youths of socialist countries, 
held in Moscow in 190. In order to meet the urgent needs of a number of production 
bases, the Institute has also successfully researched technical methods for rolling 
copper sheets and smelting titanium cinders to produce welding rods, ani researched 
copper alloys for use in making springs, the casting of table tennis tall molds, 
etc. 


During recent years the Institute has conducted research on 16 projects for the 
state and 107 projects for the ministries ani bases, and has participated in many 
cooperative research projects, amd prepared tc make investments, together with 
foreign countries. ‘%y means of such practical projects, the Institute's cadres have 
clearly matured with regard to their specialized levels as well as their work ex- 
perience. In the beginning they were inexperienced but have now become familiar 
with, and firmly grasped, the research and design skills of the nonferrous metal 
lurgical sector. Those cadres are rich in enthusiasm, love their occupation, and 
are capable of advancing toundertaking projects of a stature worthy of the country's 
new developmental phase.

HAIPHONG MOUNTS ALL-OUT ATTACK ON SUPERSTITION

| Article by Kim Khuc: " Haiphong's Experience in Fighting Superstition" ] 


[Text] In late August and early September Haiphong had a rather unique exhibit: 
the '' Build wholesome customs and habits, fight superstition" exhibit. The exhib 
it hall was not very large, with one-half of it showing the pictures of building a 
new civilized way of living and the other half containing pictures showing the ad- 
verse effects of superstition and such tools of superstition as long metal pins [for 
cheek-piercing], voodoo figurines, religious costumes, paper money, paper ob- 
jects, etc. A more popular attraction was the demonstration of an elderly man 
who had been a well-known fortuneteller, sorcerer and spiritualist but had volun- 
tarily given up such an occupation as he showed the tricks he had been using to 
cheat. The people of Haiphong visited the exhibit in large numbers. Everyday 
thousands of them came to see for themselves the tricks used by the people who 
took advantage of the naive belief and superstition of others to get rich while mock- 
ing at their blind belief. 





The delegates attending a conference for the fight against superstition held in Hai- 
phong at the same time shared the same observation: superstition was more devel- 
oped in cities than in rural areas. Haiphong is a large city anda port, which 
makes it have more contact with foreigners. The bad people in the capitalist coun- 
tries have been bringing into the city many kinds of reactionary and decadent cul- 
tural materials. The Municipal Culture and Information Service, in coordination 
with the Customs Office, within a single week found among the goods received 
from abroad up to 7 tons of cultural materials, including books on physiognomy 
and horoscopy printed on high-grade paper. A new type of occupation based on 
superstition has appeared, with the people practicing it getting rich because of the 
scientific naiveness of other people. There have been more people making paper 
objects. During the celebration of the 15th Day of the 7th Lunar Month, some 
families earned as much as 7,000 and 8,000 dong of profit from the sales of paper 
money and objects. They had used tons of paper to make their merchandises, 
which were sold not only in Haiphong but also in other prcvinces. Some people 
took advantage of superstition to carry out their political designs. When the 
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Cultural Service rebuilt the temple of Ngo Quyen to turn it into a center for the 
education of the antiaggression tradition, they spread the news of a dream in 
which God announced the forthcoming arrival of war. And here and there there 
were news about some "prophet" appearing and revealing many things. Super- 
stition has made so many people lose money and has caused confusion for a num- 
ber of people. 


The Municipal VCP Committee, People's Committee and Committee for a New 
Way of Living of Haiphong have jointly drafted an overall and strict plan for mobi- 
lizing the masses in the fight against superstition. Lectures were held in organs 
and neighborhood blocks to heln people to understand what is freedom of religion 
and what is superstition, what acts are considered superstitious and what forms 
of worshipping are considered worshipping of ancestors and remembrance of the 
national heroes. In addition to exhibits, newspapers and local broadcasts, arti- 
cles were written to unmask the deceitful tricks practiced by those people who 
were engaged in the superstition occupation; letters were published to denounce 
the people who had cheated; and cartoons and critical drawings were made against 
superstitious people. In organs of the administration and mass organizations, 
people were learning the party and state documents about building the new way of 
living and fighting superstition, such as Directives 113 and 214 of the VCP Cen- 
tral Committee secretariat. Cultural cadres received additional training in re- 
ligion to have a better knowledge for explaining and handling superstitious acts. 
The Municipal Committee for a New Way of Living also coordinated its work with 
the religious committees and associations and discussed with them the ways to 
improve worshipping ceremonies and rites in pagodas, temples and churches. 


In addition to motivating the masses for voluntarily fighting superstition as its 
main activity, Haiphong also took many administrative measures. More than 300 
people who had been engaged in the superstition occupation were reeducated and 
later have switched to honest occupations. Temples like Nghe Temple worship- 
ping heroine Le Chan and Luong Xam Temple worshipping Ngo Quyen were re- 
modeled to become places for remembrance of national heroes, with the statues of 
Buddha there being moved to pagodas. The ''announcement of geniuses" cases in 
Tien Lang and An Thuy were under careful investigation, with the people found 
gvilty of taking advantage of children to make bad propaganda being severely pun- 
ished. A total of 4,611 incense stick holders and 215 voodoo figurines were de- 
stroyed and 3,594 kilograms of paper money and objects and religious documents 
were confiscated. 





Superstition as an ill of society, however, cannot be wiped out so easily. Workers 
2t the Municipal Cultural Service believe that to wipe it out requires us to patient- 
ly take many measures, both persuasion and motivation and administrative action; 
to provide jobs to those who have given up their superstition occupation and other 
people reaching working age; to properly manage the free market; to strengthen 
labor discipline in organs, factories, enterprises and work sites; and at the same 
time to step up the movement for building the new way of living.
